The collection of M. Jules Jaluzot, the French Sugar-King, held in Paris was 
not a satisfactory one, the pictures bringing $15,360. The highest price was paid 
for a Roybet: "Les Joyeux Convives," which realized $3,200. It is stated that 
twenty-two years ago the artist received $s,ooo for this work. There were several 
examples of Ziem, the most important being "Venice," a view of the Grand Canal 
in twilight, $2,800; "Les Barques," $^,230; ''La Gondole," $890, and a view in Hol- 
land, a sketch, $650. The picture which attracted the most attention, was "La Mort 
de Marceau," by Jean Paul Laurens, one of this artist's best works ; it obtained for 
him a midaille de'honneur at the Salon of 1877, and was at the. Exhibition of 1900; 
but it realized only $2,600.
